FOR ESCAPE WHILE 


UNDER COMMITMENT 


Waldo Holmes, Who Escaped From 


Custody of Sheriff, Sentenced 


to One Year's Impris- 


ment. 


Waldo Holmes, who was sentenced 
to twenty days at hard labor under 
the new commitment law by Justice 
F. W. Jensen on October 3 on con- 
viction of intoxication, and escaped 
from the farm of Charles W. Schu- 
macker on October 5, was captured 
yesterday and this 
morning 
plead 
guilty in the municipol court to es- 
caping from the custody of the sher- 
iff. 
In compliance with the terms of 
the commitment law Judge Maxfield 
sentenced him to one year's impris- 
onment in the state's prison at Wau- 
pun. 
The law provides an alternative 
of $500 fine, but this Holmes was not 
able to pay. As far as is known 
Holmes is the first man to be sen- 
tenced for breaking the provisions of 
the statute providing a penalty for 
making an.escape. 
He had nothing to say in his de- 
fense. 
In reply to the questions o£ 
the judge he said that his home was 
in Chicago and his occupation that of 
a bridge worker. 
"I have worried a great 
deal in 


life and can't get out of it," lie said. 
When asked what he worried about 
he said his folks. He is 'unmarried 
and claims that drink is at the bot- 
tom of his troubles. ' 
The sentence passed upon Holmes 
will no doubt prove a wholesome ex- 
ample to the. men now serving under 
labor commitments. ' 


Year For Intoxication. 
Clement Simmons, convicted of a 
second offense of intoxication under 
an action brought against him for 
habitual drunkenness, was also given 
a year in state's prison. 
Simmon's, 
who lives on Hickory street, has 
given the police a great deal of 
trouble, and last night they were 
called to arrest him, as lie was very 
drunk and making threats to kill one 
of his neighbors.

sense to stop eating them before ti'ie 
deadly amount is consumed and ho,i's, 
while having a wonderful appetite tor 
the forbidden nuts, are gifted with'a 
stomach strong enough to withstand 
an amount that would kill a horse 
or a cow.

The Oshkosh Northwestern, for the 


past few years a staunch advocatte of 
all kinds of reform, complains bitter- 
ly over the prospect of a re-assess- 
ment of the city property, at the be- 
hest of a little group of disgruntled 
tax ;pnyers: 
The paper says in the 


opening paragraph of a column edi- 
torial: 


"In the opinion of The Northwest-

each to the 
Jefferson and Adam 
•schools, besides the other 
casual ex 
penses of teachers' salaries, janito 
service,, fuel and light, repairs anc 
incidentals. 
Less Needed For Repairs. 
What makes it possible for an in 
crease of but one thousand dollar^ 
in the annual appropriation to pro 
vide for the additions to the instruc 
tional force, for 
playgrounds, 
and 
other innovations is the fact that the 
expense of repairs to school build 
ings will be very much less than tlii-s 
year. No less than $2,000 was spen 
on repairs to the high school roof anc 
in renovating and redecorating the 
rooms, not to mention the cost of re 
pairs, to ward school buildings. 


Tuition Doubled. 
Decision to increase 
the 
tuition 
charge to non-resident pupils attend 
ing the 'high school from $19 a year 
to $38 will- double the income 
from 
that source. 
There are now ninety 
pupils paying tuition who according 
to existing tuition rates pay $1710 in 
to 
the 
school 
treasury. 
The 
in 
reased rates will make the 
income 
from tuition $3420. Last 
year 
the 
average cost of the high school per 
| pupil was more than $38. A new sta 
tute authorises districts maintaining 
free high schools to charge $1 a week 
tuition for non-resident pupils and the 
board of education last night decided 
to take adantage o£ its provisions. 


More Teachers Needed. 
The need 
of additional 
teachers 
was broached to the Board by Super- 
intendent H. C. -Buell. At least one 
more would be required in the high 
school to teach two classes in Eng- 
lish, two in history, one in algebra, 
and assume charge 
of the assembly 
room for two periods each day. This 
was a full clay's work for one teacher. 
Others were now carrying this work 
under a .great 
handicap. The

Will Borrow $5,000. 
Five thousand dollars will be

such time as the appropriation for 
school 'purposes in the next budget 
becomes available and the Clerk of 
the Board was last night authorized 
to ask the City Council to borrow that 
sunl to be placed to the credit of the 
school fund. Ever since the1 time of 
tax collection was changed from Sep- 
tember to pecember it has been ne- 
cessary for the Board of Education to 
borrow money to tide them over that 
period.

3\lost housekeepers know they can- 
not keep house without the tomato, 
lemon, varieties of the onion family, 
the sweet, rod and green 
peppers, 
besides parsley, hay leaves and cher- 
vil, 
which is 
still more 
spicy 
in 
taste and should be grown freely in 
our gardens. 


All these have their places in flav- 
oring with many others, but the best 
and high art of cooking is produc- 
ing the real flavoring in the foods 
themselves 
when 
cooked.

been said that the very finest taste 
and art is necessary lor cooking or 
making 
soups 
and 
sauces. 
Very 
true, but that is almost entirely in 
the seasoning or the blending of the 
seasonings. 
In foods it is different. 
The 
Bavor is 
developed 
by high, 


•medium or slow heat, as related to 
the food being cooked. It may be a 
steaming, boiling or baking process, 
but it must also be ot just the r'.g-bt 
temperature 
to 
produce 
the very 
best ajid finest flavors. 


Depends on Variety 
Cooking meats is chiefly in soften- 
ing muscle 
fiber, while 
preserving 
or developing the flavor. Much de- 
pends 
upon 
the 
kind 
of. 
meat, 


whether it shall be cooked fast or 
slow. 
We cook our vegetables either 
fast or slow to soften the cellulose 
and 
develop flavor. 
Take for 
ex- 


ample a half-boiled potato. 
What a

true in vegetables as in meats, that
